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Response to Arguments 

1 . Examiner maintains the rejection is proper. 

Fister et al. '058 disclosed "cup 34 with its open end abutts the closed end 16" 
(see col. 3, lines 43-45) can be readable as fixedly secured, since "fixedly secured" is 
relatively broad phrase. Cup 34 is fixedly secured due to bias by spring 32. As for 
"pressurized gas, Fister et al. uses hydraulic instead of pressurized gas in the fluid 
chamber. Handke et al/960 teaches a damper comprising working chambers that can 
be provided with pneumatic damping instead of hydraulic damping (see col. 7, lines 
3-5). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have modify the 
damper of Fister et al. completely filled with gas instead of hydraulic fluid in the working 
chamber in view of the teaching Handke et al., is old and well known in the art and is a 
matter of design choice depending upon type of application and cost.
